| For as all the works of God are full of wonder, and every 
one of *em deſerves to be awfully regarded, and religiouſly ad- 
mir'd : fo there are ſome of *em of a more eminent and exalted 
nature, and of a more rare and unuſual occurrence ; and theſe 
remarkable works being plac't by God himſelf in a bigher, and

by his power, will certainly be taken care of þy his goodneſs. 
Yet ſince thers are differeat degrees of excellency in the: Crea« 
tures, we may reaſonab'y conclude, that according to the 
various meaſnres of their .reſpeQive perfeQtions, the 
power. and mercy of Almighty God will be .more or leſs: 
concern'd in their proteQtiona and defence. Now, fince man is 
the glory of the viſible World, and all things we here'behoid 
are particuiarly deſlign'd for his benefit, and accommodation, we 
may aſſure our ſelves, that we are the principal objeQs of God's 
watchful eye, and that his care in the preſervatiqn of our per- 
{ons, and the promoting of our welfare wi:l expreſs it ſelf1n a 
more il/ultrous manner than in conſulting the ſafety, ard ad- 
vantage of our fellow-creatures here below. And fince the 
pub!ick iatereſt of States and Kingdoms is of a far greater, and 
momentous a concern than that of private perſons, it has been 
generally obſerv'd in all preceding ages from the faundattor' of 
the World, that Divine Provideace has been often very emi- 
nently viſible in preventing the diſſolution of States, and Em- 
pires : and accordingly we read in the Prophet Dazxzel, inthe 
10th Chapter of his Prophecy, that God has been pleas'd to ap- 
point particular Tuteler Angels over ſeveral Countreys ro 
manage. publick affairs, and to promote the common. good of 
their reſpeRtive charges by taviſible ways and methods incon- 
ceivab'e by humane underſtanding: For in the 134 verſe of 
that: 1014 Chapter, the Angel that converſt with Darict tells 
him that the Prizce of the. ing Somrof Perſa, withſtood bens one 
and iwenty days. And the meaning of that Titie of the Prince 
of Perfia in that Text is generally thought to be. the Guar- 


dian Angel of thas Countrey, - who, it. ſeems, very diligently 
ſolicited the concerns of the Perfien Empire ia the.

gage it {elf in their defence, he makes bare his Arm in the Eyes 
of all the Nations, He delivers them from the prevailing. Force 
of their Enemies by ſome miraculous inſtances of this infinite 
power, and love. 


Secondly, Another Phraſe made uſe of in holy Scripture to ex- 
preſs the ſpecial Providence of Almighty God in ſome particular 
emergencies, 15, the raiſing and lifting up of his Arm. Thus in 
the 26 Chapter of the Prophecy of 7/azab, at the 11 Verſe, the 
Prophet Addreſſes himiclf ro God in theſe wards ; Lord when thy 
Fiand is lifted up th:y will not ſee, but they ſhall ſee and be aſhamed 
for their envy at tbe Peovle. Now by his Hand being lifted up, 
we mult not underſtand Gods ating purely by his own Omi- 
potence, wichout the concurrence of any viſible aſſiſtant ; bur 
only that he raiſes, and exalts cauſes to ſo great a degree of poy-. 
er, astocnable 'em to perform ſuch actions as are vaſtly beyond 
the ſmall proportion of their Natural ſtrength. 


In this ſenſe we muſt underſtand the //rae/7res Conqueſts of the 
Land of Canaay : for God himſelt do's frequently tell 'em, thar 
the Nations whoſe Land they ſhould th; wan ſtronger, aud 
mightier than they; and yet he Commands 'em not to be diſmay'd, 
becauſe the Lord himſelf ſhould go before 'em, and ſhould deſtroy 
their Enemies with a great deſtratiion until they were Conſum'd. 
By all which promiſes the Children of /ae! did not apprehend, 
that God would put them into the quiet Poſſeſſion of the Land of 
Canaan without a neceſſity of thewr own Fighting ; but that he 
would bleſs their Arms with wonderful ſucceſs, and would enable 
'<m to the gaining of thoſe Viftcrics which they never weuld 
have got, bur by the aſliſtance of his Almighty Power. 


But Fourthly, It is the indiſpenſible Duty of the People of God, 
C both 
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both carefully to Remark, and Religioufly to celebrate the Mira- 
cvlous difpenſations of Divine Providence in the preſervation of 
his Church. Amonse the ſeveral notes of diſtin&tion bet wixt ra» 
tional Creatures, and brute: Beaſts, this-is reckon'd as one of the. 
moſt conſiderable; that whereas brute Beaſts. do- only - Stare at 
ſome unuſual obje&s, and are ftartl'd at -ſoine' ſudden and furpri- 
ſing accidents; God has been pleas'd tro endue Mankind with the 
power of Reaſoning, ſo that they do not barely perceive the 
things that are Repreſented to 'em by their ſenſes, but alſo can: 
narrowly prey, and ſtrictly fearch into the Reaſons of their pro- 
ductions,.and I may juſtly {y, there is as great a diſtinRion be= 
tween the natural Min, ard the ſpiritnaily minded Chriſtian, in 
reference to ſome {2ni! cryents in humane Life, and remarkable in- 
{ances of Divine. P:ovidence. | 


For the moſt carlcſs:& inconfierate Sinner cannotbut beamaz'd 
at ſomeſudden & unexpeRed changes 1n a Kingdom, and may take - 
ſuch notice of *em, as to make *em the ſubjet of his Diſcourſe, and 
the entertainment of his idle hours; but it he goes no further than 
a {light and ſuperficial conſideration of *em; if he do's nor ſtrialy 
enquire, and diligently [earch into the ſecret ſprings: of thele ex- 
traqrdinary motions, he not-only: frujtrates. the good and wile de. . 
ſignsof Divine providence in thoſe wonderful Revolutions, - but 
does alfo atfront his own rational Faculties: hedebaies the Dignis. 
ty of his Nature, and. ſinks himſelt into the jow and ignoble rank 
of #he Beaſts that periſh, . Whereas on the contrary, ghe Faithiul- 
Servants.of Almighty God, do not only plainly perceivegand care- 
tully. Remark, but do alſo Religiouſly aemire, .higbly extol, ang. 
humbly adore his tafinite Wiſdom, Power and Goodneſs in theſe : 
ſurprizing and miraculous Events. 


A Remarkable inſtance of both theſe different: Tempers we have. 


Recorded in the 92 Pſalm,witzre tixc Prophet having declar'd at 


the 4:Verſe,that-tbe Lord -had made him glad through his work,and

Verſe, that a brutiſh Man knows not, neither does a fool unaerſtand 
this. And elſewherg the P/almi/ gives it as the CharaQer of 
wicked Men, that they regard notin t heir minds the Works of God 
or the operation of his Hands, tho they. be never \fo Signal in 
their own Nature, and never fo rare, and unuſual in thetr Event ; 
and of this ſort was that wonderful Deliverance which we ſolemn- 
ly Cominemorate on this Day, which brings me to the, 


Fifth Particular, That the Gracious Deliverance that God was 
pleas'd to Youchſafe theſe Nations as on this Day has very illuſtris 
ous Marks of an extraordinary P rovidence impre(t on 1t. 


Of theſe I might mention many, but I ſhall infiſt only on Two: 
the Firſt of which isthe critical timing and ſeaſonablenels of this 
Gracious Deliverance, which was wrought for us in the Gate of 
Death, and the very minute almoſt of our defign'd Deſtruction.

+ *" Thus in the Paſſage of the ſrae/ites over the River Jordan, we 
. re2d that as ſoon as the Priefts that bare the Ark were come to 
Jordan, and their Feet were dipt in the brim of the Water, and 
they might according to the meaſure of Humane reaſon have 
expected at the next ſtep, to be Swallowed up in the deep, :the 
Text ſays, that the Waters faifd and were cut of, and that Ri- 
ver which juſt before had overflow'd -his Banks, did then for- 
fake his Channel ; and tbe People paſſed over on dry Ground, We 
ſee in this Inſtance that the time which -God Appointed for the 
Paſſage of his People over Jordan was at that time of the Year 
when his Floed was at the heighth; and we alſo ſee that the 
Waters were not cut off till the Feet of the Prieſts were wet 
in the brim of the River; and then, and not tell then it was 
that the Text tells us that the Waters which came down from a- 
ove, ftood and roſe up upon a heap.

And of the like nature was the Deliverance wrought for us 
as on this Day: for while our Enemies had made the Cellers un- 
der the Parliament Houſe a Tophet, according to the Deſcrip- 
tion of it inthe thirteenth Chapter of 7/azab at the laſt Verſe ;

einn'd Commandment as a ſharp ſword, and ſtanding up, filld all 

hings with Death, and touched the Heaven, but it ſtood upon the 
Warth Theſe words may with a little alteration very £<.cat- 
fy deſcribe to us the ſurprizing Wonders of this days Dziiv ce 
rance, for while the milchievous, and fatal Plots of our Enc- 


mies were in quiet /ilence, and in full {ſecurity of Succeſs ; ant 


while their mighty Works of h<lliſh Darkneis. were not only 2 
Yhe midft' of their ſwift Conrſe, but juſt. brought to the point of 
Exccution , then it- was that Geds Almighty Word capt down 
from Heaven, out of us Royal Throne, to ſave his. People, as 
he did tormerly to ceſtroy his Enemies, and brought Gocs ex- 
preſs* Commard as a ſharp Word, tocut oft the implacable Fues 
of the publick Peace, and the Proteſtant Religion : /r touched 
the Heaven, and ſtood upon the Earth, it had its Commillion 
trom above, very clearly to diſcover, and <tkCtually to prevent 
'that- uoparailel'd Maſlacre here below, which: was juſt ready 


ito be executed upon us; ſo that, we were as Firebrand's 


ſnatcht cat of that vaſt and univerſal Burning, dcfizn'd upon the 
whole Nation, iathe very critical-moment of exticam Danger. 


The ſecond Mark and Character of Gods ſpecial Providence, 
is the great Benefic, and advan/age of feme particular events,

And as God wss pleas'd as on this Day. piainly to diſcover the 
works of Darkneſs, and miraculouſly to prevent the! Execution 
oi'em; and has ſucceſsfully compleated a Deliverance for his 
People no lefs fignal and illufttrious than the former : the Firſt 
Plot indeed was defign'd to blow up the Pariliament-Houſe and 
the three Eſtates of the Realm, bur tais late defign was formed 
2painlt, and if.it had taken Etiect, would have entirely. deſtroyed 
the very Conſticution of Parliaments, and-have rooted up the-ye- 
ry Original Foundations of our Government. 

The firſt Confpiracy as Conſcious of its own Guilt did hide 
xs face in the darl;inels of the night, in the receſſes of Vaults
